& looke on them which wall ſo at ye haue vs for an ex- 
ample, Phil. 3. 7. And ſurely, ſuch a patterne was M. 
Bradford in his life time, of this doctrine of Repen- 


tance, which in both theſe Sermõs he teacheth, that 


I which did know / him familiarly, muſt needs giue to 
God this pray ſe for him, that among men I haue 
ſcarcely known one; like vnto him. L did know whe, 
and partly how it pleaſed God by effectuall calling; 
to turne his heart vnto the true knowledge, and o- 
bediente of the moſt holy Goſpellof Chriſt ourSa« 


uiour. Of which God did giue him ſuch an heauẽ ly 


hold, and liuely feeling, that as he did then knowe, 
that many ſinnes were forgiuen him, ſo furely he de- 
clared by deedes, that he ſoued much, For where he 
had both gifts & calling, to haue employed himſelfe 
in ciuill and worldly affayres profitably, ſuch was 
his loue of Chriſt, and zeale to the promoting of 
his glorious Goſpell, that he changed not onely the 
courſe of his former life, as the woman did, Luke 7. 
but euen his former ſtudre, as Paul did clꝛange his 
former profeſsion and ſtudy.

vſed to weare, and did beſtowe the 

price of this his former vanity, in the neceſſary reliefe 
of Chriſts poore members, which he could heare of, 
or finde ly ing ſicke, or py ning in pouerty. Touching 
the ſecond, he ſo declared lus great zeale & loue to 
promote the glory ofthe Lord ſeſus w hoſe goodnes 
and ſauing healtli he had taſted, that to doe the ſame 
more pitluly, he changed his ſtudy; and being in the 
inner Temple in London, at the fad of the cõmon 
Lawes, he went to Cambridge, to ſtudie Diuinitie, 
where he heard D. Martin Bucer diligently, & was 
right familiar & dere vnto him. In this godly courſe 
he did by Gods bleſſing ſo profit, that that bleſſed 
Martyr, D. Ridley, then Biſhop of London, did, as 
it were, inuite hum & his godly companion M. Tho. 
Horton, to become fellowes of Penbrooke Hall in 
Cambridge: And afterwards, the ſaid D. Ridley 
called our Bradford to London, gaue him a Prebẽd 
in Paules Church, lodged him in his owne houſe 
there, & ſet him on work in preaching. And beſides 
often preaching in London, & at Paules Croſſe, and 
. places in the country, and ſpecially in Lanca- 
ſhure, he preached before K. Ed, the 6. in the Lent, 
the laſt yere of lus reigne, vpon the 2. Pſalme; and 
there in one Sermon, ſhewing the tokens of Gods, 


certaine Gentlemen, vpon the Sabboth day, i 
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ting, were drowned : &that a dog was met at Lud- 
gate, cary ing a piece of a 680 — hi mouth: 
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he with a mighty and propheticall ſpirit ſayd, Iſum- 
mon you all, cuen euery mothers child of you, to 
theiudgemment of God for it is at hand;as ittolo;ved 
ſhortly after, in the death of K. Edward. In which 
ſtate and labour of preaching he continued, till the 
eruelty of the epi cut him off, ſo as thou may ſt 
reade inthe luſtory of his life & death, compiled by 
that faithful ſeruãt of the Lord Ieſus, M. Iolin Foxe. 

In deed he had many pulbacks, but God ſtill hel- 
ped forward us choſen ſeruant, in that trade of lite, to 
the which he had called him: in which he ranne for- 
ward ſo happily, that he did outrun me & other his 
companions. For it . God, with great ſpeed to 
make him ready and ripe to Martyrdome; in wliuich 
through Chriſt he hath nowe gayned the crow ne of 
lite. But in all ſtops and ſtayes he was much helped 
forward by a continuall r practiſe of re- 
pentance & faith in Chriſt; in which he was kept by 
Gods grace,notably exerciſed al the dates of his life. 


Euen in this meane time he heard a Sermon, which 


chat gotable preacher, M. Latimer, made before K. 


Edward the C. in which he did earneſtly ſpeak of re- 
tag6 to be made of tlungs falſly gotten:vhich did 
ſo ſtrike Bradford to the heart, for one daſh of a pen 
which he had made, without the knowledge of his 
maſter (as full oftenThauc heard him confelle with 
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ing Clarke to the Treaſurer of 


beyond the ſeas, and was tothe de- 


ceiuing ot the King, that he could neuer be quiet, til 


by the aduice of the ſame M. Latimer, a reſtitution 


. was made. Which thing to bring to paſſe, he did 


willingly forbeare & forgo all the priuate & certaine 
patrimon which he had in earth. Let all bribers & 


polling Officers, which get to themſelues great reue- 


nues in earth, by ſuch ſlippery ſhifts, followe this ex- 
ample, leaſt in taking a contrary courſe, they take a 
cõtrary way, & neuer come where Bradford now is. 

But beſides this, our Bradford had Jus daily exer- 
ciſes and practiſes of repentance. His maner was to 
make to himſelf a Catalogue of al the groſeſt & moſt 
enorme ſinnes, Ich in his life of ignorance he had 
committed, and to lay the ſame before his eyes when 
he went to priuat praier, that by the ſight & remem- 
brice ofthe be igbebe ſtirred vp to offer to God 
the ſacrifice of a cõtrite heart, ſeeke aſſurance of ſal- 
uation in Chriſt by faith, thanke God for his calling 
from the waies of wickednes, & pray for increaſe of 


grace, to be conducted in holy life, acceptable and 


pleaſing to God. Such a cõtinual exerciſe of conſci- 
ence he had in prĩuate pray er, that he did not count 
himſelfe to haue prayed to his contentation, vnleſle 
in it he had felt inwardly ſome ſmiting of heart far 


ſinne, & ſome healing of that woũd by faith, feeling 
che ſauing helch of Chriſt, with ſome chãge of mind 
Wow into 
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Alto the deteſtation of ſinne, and loue of obey1ng the 
good will of God. Which things doe require that 
inward entring into the ſecret parlour of our hearts, 
of which Chriſt ſpeaketh, and is that ſmiting of the 
breſt, which is noted in the Publican, Matth. 7. & is 
the ſame to the which the Pſalmiſt exhorteth thoſe 
men looſe in ſinne, Y ſa. 4. 3. Tremblle ye and ſinne not: 

ak in your ſelues, that is; Enter into an accoũt with 
yourſelues, Ihen you are on your couches, that is, whe 
ye are ſolitary & alone. Aud be quiet, or ſilent: tliat is, 
Wha ye haue thus ſecretly, & deeply conſidered of 
your caſe and dealing, ye thal ceaſe to thinke, ſpeak, 
and do wickedly. Without ſuch an in ward exerciſe 
of prayer, our Bradford did not pray to his ful cõten- 
tation, as appeared by this: He vſed in the morning 
to go to the cõmon praier in the Colledge where he 
was, & after that, he vſed to make ſome praier with 
his Pupils in his chaber, But not content with this, 
he then repaired to his own ſecret praier, & exerciſe 
in praier by himſelfe, as one that had not yet pray ed 
to his own mind: for he was wöt to ſay to his famili- 
ars, I haue praied with my Pupils, but Thaue not yet 
prayed with my ſelfe. Let thoſe ſecure me marke this 
wel wich pray wit liout touch of breſt, as the Phari- 
ſee did & ſo that they haue ſaid an ordinary prayer, 
or heare a cõmon courſe of prater, they thunke they 
haue prayed wel, & as che terme is, they haue ſerued 


God wel, thoghthey neuer feele ſting fe 
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>the Reader, 
groning,or brokE heart, nor ofthe ſweet ſauing helch | 
of Chriſt, thereby to be moued to offer the Sacrifice 
of thankſgiuing, nor chãge or renuing of mind, but 
as they came ſecure in fin, & ſenſeleſſe, ſo they doe 
depart without any chãge, or affecting of the heart; 
which1s euẽ the cradle, in which Satchan rockeththe 
ſinnes of this age aſleepe, who thinke they do ſerue 
God in theſe curſory praiers, made only of cuſtome, 
when their heart is as far from God, as was the heart 
ofthe Phariſe. Let vs learne by Bradfords exãple, to 
pray better, that is, with the heart, &not with the lips 
alone, Quiæ Deus non vocis, ſed cordis auditor eſt, as 
Cyprian faith : that is, becauſe God is the hearer of 
the heart, & not of the voice: that is to ſay, not of the 
voice alone, without the heart, for that is but lip la- 
bour, This cõſcience of ſin, & exerciſe in praier had 
Bradford, cleane contrary to that curſed cuſtome of 
thoſe graceleſſe mewhich do ioy to make large and 
long accounts of their leudnes, & do glory therein; io 
feeding their delights with their tags paſſed, as the 
e to ſmell to his caſt gorge, & the horie 
to his doiig; ſuch as the Prophet Eſay 3 g. ſaith, They 
declare their ſinnes as Sodom they hide them not, Wo be 
to their ſoules. It goetli with the, as Ieremy 3. 3. laid, 
Thou haſt a uphores fore head: thou vuouldeſt not be 
| aſhamed. God giue theſe men better grace;elle aſſu- 
redly chey ſhall finde woe, woe, to their very ſoules.

he vſed to write all ſuch notable things, as either he

For 
if he did heare or ſee any good in any man, by that

- Cunfeſſion, thep call a numbꝛing ok all 

their ſinnes in the eare ol their ghoſtly Fa⸗ 
ther: fo; as (ſay they) a Judge cannot ab⸗ 
ſolue without knowledge of the cauſe oz 
matter, ſo cannot the Pꝛieſt oz ghoſtly fas 
ther abſolue from other ſinnes, then thoſe 
which he doth heare. 

Satiſfactian, they call amends making 
vnto God foz their ſinnes, by their vndue 
wozkes, Opera indebita, Wiozkes moze 
then they ne? ta doe, as they tearme them: 
This is their penaunce which they pzeach, 
wꝛite, and allow. But how true this geare 
is, how it agreeeth with Gods wozde, how 
it is to bee allowed, taught, pzeached, and 
witten, let vs a little conſider.

I might heere bꝛing in examples of their 
penance, how perilous it is to bee embza- 
ced: but let the example of their graund 
Sire Iudas ſerue, in whome we ſc all the 
parts of their penance , as they deſcribe it, 
and pet notwithſtanding hee was damned. 


He was ſozte enough, as the effect ſhe wed: 


her had their contrition fully, out of the 
which he confeſſed his fault, ſaying : I haue 
betrayed innocent blood: and thereunto het 
made ſatiſfaction , reſtoꝛing the money hee 
had recepued. But pet all was but lof, hee 
hanged vp himſelfe , his bowels burſt 'ont, 
and he remaineth a child of perdition fo2 e⸗ 
uer. J would with that this example of lu- 
das, in whom pte [ce the parts ot their pe- 
nance, contrition, confefſton, and ſatiſfacti⸗ 
on, would mone them to penance, and to 
deſcribe it a little better, making hope oz 
truſt ol Gods free mercie a piece thereof, oz 
elſe with ludas they will marre all. 

Perchance theſe woꝛds, contrition, con⸗ 
feſſion, and ſatiſfacion, were vſed as J haue 
A expounded them at the firſt, But in that 


wee ſ& ſo much daunger and hurt by viing _ 


them without expoſitions , eyther let vs 

of oe to them open erpoſitions alwayes, 

2 mo let vs not vſe 'c: at all , but ſay

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as J wꝛite, that penance is a hearfy fo 
row fo2 our ſinnes, a god hope 02 truſt of 
pardon thꝛough Chꝛiſt, which is not with⸗ 
out an earneſt purpoſe to amend, o2 a new 
life. This penance is the thing, whereto 
all the Scripture calleth vs. This penance 
doe J now call you all vnto: this muſt bg 
continually in vs, and not fo2 a Lent ſea⸗ 
ſon,as we haue thought:this muſt increaſs 
dayly moꝛe and moze in vs: without this 
we cannot be ſaued, 
Search therefoze your heartes all, all 

. Cwearers, blaſphemers, lpers, flafterers, 
baudy, oz idle talkers, iefters, bzibers, co- 
nefous perſons, dzunkardes, gluttons, 
whoꝛemongers, theues,murtherers, flan 
derers, idle liners,negligent in their voca⸗ 
tion, ac. All ſuch, and all other as lament 
not their ſinnes, as hope not in Gods mer⸗ 
tie fo2 pardon, and purpoſe not heartily to 
amend, to leaue their ſwearing, dꝛunken⸗ 
nes, whoꝛedome, couetouſneſſe, idlenes, ac. 
All ſuch, J ſap, ſhall not o2 cannot enter in 
to Gods kingdome, but hell fire is pꝛepa 
red fo2 them, weping , and gnaſhing off 
teth:whereunto,alas,J feare me, very m; 
ny will needs goe, in that very many will 
be as they haue bin, let vs euen to the we⸗ 
| Ling 
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of Repentance. 
king of our tongue to the ſtumpes, pꝛeach 
and pꝛap neuer fo much to the contrary, 
and that euen in p bowels of Jeſus Chailt: 
as now J befeech pou all, all, all, and cuerp 
mothers child, to repent and lament pour 
finne, to truſt in Gods mercte , and to as 
mend pour lines. 

Now me thinks, ve are ſomewhat alto 
med: whereby J gather, that pꝛeſently you 
deſire this Repentance , that is: this ſo2- 
row, god hope, and ne wneſſe of life, The 
which that pou may the rather attaine, and 
get to your comfoꝛts, as J haue gone about 
to be a meane to ſtirre vp in you (by Gods 
grate) this deſire of Repentance, ſo thꝛough 
the ſame grace of God, will J goe about 
now to ſhe w you, how you may haue your 
deſire in this behalfe. 

And firſt,concerning this part,namely, 
fozrow fo2 pour ſinnes, and hearty lamen- 
ting of the ſame : Foz this, if you deſire the 
hauing of it, you muſt beware, that vou 
thinke not, that of pour ſelues, oꝛ of your 
one free will, by any means vou can get 

it. Pou may eaſily deceiue pour ſelues, 
and mocke pour ſelues, thinking moꝛe of 

your ſelues then is ſemelp. All god things, 

and not peces of god things, but al! god 
C 3 things, 
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ts, 1: Hings,fayth Saint Iames, come from Got 
the Father of light; Ik there oꝛe penante 
be god (as it is god) then the parts of it 
be god. From God therefoꝛe do they come, 
and not of our free will. It is the Loꝛd that 
moꝛtiſieth, that bzingeth downe, that hum⸗ 
bleth, ſaith the Scripture in ſundzyplaces:
